2.1 The prior art document Dl (see the description, 
column 2, lines 29-44, and figure 1) discloses a 
device for producing pipes having transverse ribs, 
using mould half shells (38, 38a) which contact each 
other and are continuously moved along two 
continuous guide tracks by means of drive devices, 
one of these being assigned to each shell, wherein 
the two guide tracks have a shared moulding path, 
one return path each and two deflection paths each, 
wherein the relevant deflection path has a 
deflection element (16, 17, 23, 24) which has a 
curved guide edge (circumference of the "sprocket 
wheel'') for the mould half shells (38, 38a), is 
guided such that it can be displaced linearly along 
a base element (12) fixed to the machine (see figure 
1) , and is connected to a compensation device (see 
column 4, lines 34-44) which is able to compensate a 
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tolerance play along mould half shells continuously 
moving along the corresponding guide path, from 
which the subject matter of claim 1 differs in that 
the relevant deflection element is made of a low- 
wear plastic material and the tolerance play is 
dependent on the temperature and/or the speed of the 
mould half shells, the relevant deflection element 
has a clothoid-type guide edge for the corresponding
